Ryan Brothers Move 78- 
Foot Schooner Over 16- 
Mile Portage 


FORT SMITH, N.W.T., Dec. 23.— 
With Christmas looming up in the 
offing and the season’s work here 
about ended residents of this part 
of Canada are still talking of the 
greatest freighting job ever at- 
tempted and successfully compiected 
in the north country, the freighting 
of the 78 foot schooner Pelly River 
over the 16 mile portage between 
Fort Fitzgerald and Fort Smith by 
the Ryan Baothers cutfit. 

The schooner, built of oak, has 
an 18 foot beam and is powered 
with two heavy Diesel engines, but 
the Ryan Bros. took hef out of the 
water at the Fitzgerald end, put 
her behind a couple of tractors 
after shoring her up on sleighs, and 
made the portage in the face of 
many who stated that the job could 
not be accomplished. At.times they 
had .one tractor pushing and one 
pulling and in making the curves 
they experienced some trouble, but 
the excellent shape in which’ Ryan 
Bros. have kept the portage road 
since taking over this work, and 
their adequate equipment success- 
fully carried the day, despite a 
broken sleigh runner which had to 
be repaired and the tearing out of 
the rear end of one of the tractors 
on the hill to Smith. The tractor 
had to be hauled back to the repair 
shop at Halfway by the second 
tractor, and Joe La Camp and 
“Shorty” worked for thirty hours 
without sleep effecting repsirs and 
were back at Fort Smith by day- 
light ready to complete the fob. 

Since operating on the portage, 
Ryan Brothers have moved thous- 
ands of tons of freight for the Hud- 
son’s Bay Company and other com- 
panies, and their last season’s work 
handling the rush of heavy mater- 
ial into Great Bear Lake was phen- 
omenal. The big wind up of the 
season, however, was the transport- 
ing of the Pelly River across the 
portage, and it is believed it will 
hold the record for some years to 
come. Only the excellent shape in 
which the road was kept up made 
the feat possible. 

Every man available in the Ryan 
compnay outfit was used on the job, 
using graders and shovels to move 
snow and clear the way for the big 
bot which is now at the botton of 
the hill at Fort Smith, blocked tp 
and ready to take the water on the 
other side of the portage when the 
season of 1933 cnens.

Dinner: sliced yellow cheese, baked stuffed squash, 
McCoy salad (lettuce , tomatoes and cucumbers),

toast, stewed raisins; Lunch: apples, all . desired, 
with handful of pecans; Dinner: leg of mutton, 
baked whole tomatoes, spinach, salad of head let- 
tuce, peanut butter dressing, jello or jell-well.

*APPLE SNOW: Prepare a thick applesauce by 
cooking apples for a long time without water in a 
heavy aluminum pan. This long, slow cooking 
brings out the natural fruit sugar. Add to the 
beaten whites of eggs and whipped cream by the 
folding in method, usirig a cupful of applesauce to 
one egg white and a half cup of whipping cream. 
Heap into a large bow! and plece in the ice box 
until ready to serve. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
QUESTION: Mrs. F. asks: “What is your opin- 
fon of Turkish baths for reducing? I find that I 
can always lose two or three pounds with each 
bath. Do you consider them harmful?” 
ANSWER: The Turkish bath causes a reduction 
by an elimination of water from the body, but one 
usually regains the weight again as soon as food or 
liquid is taken. They are useful in some disorders, 
however, because a large quantity of toxic material 
is usually discharged in the perspiration.

causes one’s flesh to bruise easily?” 
ANSWER: Some people bruise more readily than 
others. Blondes with thin skins usually bruise 
more readily than brunettes who have thicker, 
darker skins. A thin-skinned person may even 
show a bruise following a pinch, After a bruise, 
the flesh turns black and blue and is swojlen. A 
bruise indicates an injury of the underlying tissues, 
although there may be no actual break in the outer 
skin. The discoloration is due to the escape of 
blood from small blood vessels. The capillaries 
are damaged so that they allow an unusual amount 
of serous fluid to collect in the injured part and the 
swelling results, Cold compresses applied over the 
bruised area will usually be found beneficial. The 
cuicked the compress is applied the better, as there 
will be less bleeding in the tissue. 
QUESTION: C. Y. M. asks: “What food value, as 
compared with olive oil, does oil made from sesame 
seed have?” 
ANSWER: The food valugs of olive oil and sesame 
seed oj] are similar.

Calgary city council has gone 
on record to default payment of 
$300,000 .in exchange charges 
when it meets its $2,609,677 
payment of maturing deben- 
tures in New York on January 
1, The city will meet the prin- 
cipal and interest, but the 
exchange will be denied. 

Difference in exchange is 
working a great hardship on 
Canadian cities in connection 
with ‘financial transactions of 
this kind. With a view to secur- 
ing opinions on the situation, 
The Bulletin’s Inquiring Re- 
porter questioned citizens who 
are in close touch with the 
exchange question. 

Here are the comments re- 
ceived on the Calgary action: 


ALD. HERBERT BAKER, former 
chairman of the sinking fund | 
board: “In my opinion Calgary is | 


taking the wrong attitude. A bar- 


gin is a bargain. Even though it is | 


working a great hardship not only 
on Calgary but also on other Can- 
adian cities, a debt of this kind 
should be met. To default means 
that Canada's credit situation is 
endangered. ° 

“I do believe, however, that 
some action should be taken to 
assist Canadian cities in meeting 
the exchange situation. 

“Another factor for considera- 
tion is that many Canadian bond- 
holders have forwarded their 
bonds to New York to be redeem- 
ed there. Owing to the difference 
in exchange between Canada and 


the United States, these bond- ; 
holders receive a premium on | 
their bonds, and the cities re- | 
deeming the bonds are having to | 


pay the extra amount. Canadian 
bondholders should be patriotic 
enough to accept payment of their 
bonds in Canadian money. Steps 
should be taken to regulate this 
matter. 

“As far as New York is con- 
cerned, bonds of the Canadian 


cities were sold on the under- | 


standing that they would be re- 
deemed in gold. As J said, a bar- 
gain is a bargain. While cities in 
the Dominion did not expect to 
have to meet such a high debt 
due to the exchange when the 
bargain was made, it does not 
alter the fact that the exchange 
debt should be paid off now.”

;men to a team, and its members are 
jall amateurs, The Rugby League is 
;composed almost entirely of teams 
jin Lancashire and Yorkshire, while 
the Rugby Union embraces teams 
in all parts of the British Isles. 

In the Rugby League game points 
ere scored by tries (known bere as 
touchdowns), points for goals by 
conversion of tries (same as Cana- 
da), penalty gvals and drop goals. 
Points are scored three for a try 
and two for a goal, converted, pen- 
alty or drop. Scoring in the Rugby 
Union is practically the same ex- 
cept that four points are allowed 
for a drop goal. 

There are no points allowed for 
kicks to the dead-line or for a 
rouge as in the Canadian game, 
and there is no forward pass. 

Nor is there any running inter- 
ferencee and only the player with 
the ball may be tackled. When the 
ball goes into touch on the side, the 
Rugby League players bring it back 
by scrimmage, but the Rugby Union 
men have a line-out, On other oc- 
casions, when stoppages occur the 
Rugby Union meu scrimmage. 

Let us try to explain the Rugby 
Union line-out as it is called. The 
forwards line up end one of the 
side which didn’t put the ball into 
touch throws it into the field be- 
tween the two lines of players, and | 
then it’s every man for himself.
